“No nation wants war,” Ko 
sygin said “Nobody doubts that 
if a new world war started, it

The Soviet leader said, “It 
should ba taken into account 
that the continuing war in this 
area (Vietnam) is fraught with 
the terrible danger of escalat­ 
ing into a major military clash 
between the powers This Is pre 
cisely what the present foreign

Kosygin praised the U N Se 
curity Council for achieving a 
cease-fire in the Middle East, 
but added it did not discharge 
its whole responsibility, since Is 
raeli troops still occupy Arab 
territory.

That's Picture In UN 
WASHINGTON 
Before the end of the Israeli - Egyptian war 
debate, opening today in the U.N. General As- 
■embly, the United States and the Soviet Union 
may get along better or worse. It’s that unpre­ 


dictable. 
Ihit cynicism is part of the bloodstream of 
the United Nations which, at the time of ita 
creation in 1945, looked like a holy of holies, or 


ao the world hoped then. 
The Soviete, who promised the Arabs their 
support if they got into war with Israel, did notfr 
hm except piously protest violence when the 
war came ano the Israelis demolished the Egyp­ 
tians. This cost the Soviets dearly in Arab con­ 
fidence. 
So what they did when the quick war ended 
was obvious. They set out to recapture Arab 
goodwill by asking tl» U.N. Security Coun^ 
to condemn Israel as an aggressor and demand 
M withdraw from the Arab land it seized. 
The Soviets lost on this maneuver in the coun­ 
cil when a majority of the 15 members, inclin­ 
ing the United States, refused to go along. So 
then Moscow asked the full Assembly to do 
what council refused to do. 


THIS WAS a switch. In 1981, when India over­ 
ran the Portuguese enclave of Goa-Damao-Diu 
Ml the southwest coast of India, territory Portu­ 
gal had held since the 16th century, the Umted 
States, Britain and France asked the Secunty 
Council to condemn India’s aggression and de­ 
mand M withdraw. 
The Soviets, who had praised the Indian at­ 
tack, vetoed this proposal. Egypt also opposed 
tt. 
In 1956, when Moscow sent its army into Hung­ 
ary to crush the anti - Communist revolt there, 
the United States asked the Security Council, 
with the support of 10 other members, to con­ 
demn the action and demand Soviet withdrawal. 
Moscee vetoed this. 
This time, in the General Assembly, the Sov­ 
iets mav try to fry a lot of fish. Posing as friend 
of the Arabs, it can seek to make the United 
States look pro - Israel ami anti - Arab, which 
the Arabs think it is anyway. 
F mt the Soviets this would be a worthwhile 
project if the result froze the United States out 
of the Middle East, which doesn’t seem likely, 
and made itself the dominant force. 
But the unpredictables in all this are endless. 
Soviet - American relations have been improv­ 
ing, and the Soviets showed reason and re­ 
straint when the Mideast war broke out. It’s 
possible that, while trying to endear themselves 
to the Arabs all over again by castigating Is­ 
rael, they will try to avoid anything that would 
anger the United States. 
It seems likely that no matter what the Gen­ 
eral Assembly says about the Israeli - Arab war 
M w ill have little effect on a Mideast settle­ 
ment. 


FOR INSTANCE, suppose the Assembly says 
Israel and the Arabs ought to get together and 
work out a settlement. Or suppose it condemns 
Israel and tells it to withdraw and return to 
the Arabs the land seized in the war. 
Before the Assembly could even meet to dis­ 
cuss such problems the Egyptian ambassador 
to the United Nations, Mohamed E l Krony, ruled 
out Sunday any Israeli - Arab negotiations. 
He said, “ By all means we are going to get 
our territory back, whatever the cost.” Fur­ 
ther, he said, even if President Johnson and 
Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin, who Is in 
New York for the debate, had a summit meet­ 
ing they “ couldn’t arrange anything without our 
consent.” 
And the Israeli Foreign Minister, Abba Eban, 
who is also in New York, said Sunday there 
would be no return to pre - war boundaries 
“ even if the General Assembly votes 121 to 1 
in favor of it.” He said the Arabs would have 
to negotiate with Israel about getting their real 
estate back. 
One of the most fascinating parts of the de­ 
bate will be the American role. It’s a good guess 
the United States will at least start out on a soft 
Mne, perhaps letting Israel set off the oratori­ 
cal fireworks, to avoid any unnecessary show­ 
downs.

“Who says we can’t’ John Wayne, Kirk 
Douglas and Gregory Peck couldn't take

“Well, I’ve tried to weave a fictitous story 
in there. You see. we have a one-eyed gen­ 
eral played by Sammy Davis Jr., of course, 
and his driver, an Israeli sergeant, played 
by Frank Sinatra. The picture starts off in 
Tel Aviv with the general telling his driver 
to take him to the front In the next shot we 
see them in Gaza. 12118 is before the titles." 


“THEY’VE TAKEN Gaza and we haven’t 
even had the titles yet? You must be out 
of your mind ” 
“ In Gaza. Sinatra meets Elizabeth Taylor, 
who plays an Israeli machine gunner. She 
asks Gen. Moshe if she can go with him to 
the front. The general says all right, but 
asks her to keep her head down. The next 
scene they’re in the Sinai desert and they’ve 
captured an Egyptian armored division com­ 
manded by Omar Sharif. 
“Sharif is wounded and Sinatra wants to 


kill him. But Taylor insists on nursing him 
back to health. Sharif is put in the jeep with 
Gen. Moshe and they drive off for the front.”

Sharif, realizing the war is lost, surrenders 
too. and Sinatra offers him an Israeli cigar­ 
ette, showing that even in war all men are 
brothers.

That s Picture In UN 


WASHINGTON 
Before the end of the Israeli - Egyptian war 
debate, opening today in the U.N. General As­ 
sembly, the United States and the Soviet Union 
may get along better or worse. It’s that unpre­ 
dictable. 
But cynicism is part of the bloodstream of 
the United Nations which, at the time of its 
creation in 1945, looked like a holy of holies, or 
so the world hoped then. 
The Soviets, who promised the Arabs their 
support if they got into war with Israel, did noth­ 
ing except piously protest violence when the 
war came anc the Israelis demolished the Egyp­ 
tians This cost the Soviets dearly in Arab con­ 
fidence. 
So what they did when the quick war ended 
was obvious. They set out to recapture Arab 
goodwill by asking the U N. Security Council 
to condemn Israel as an aggressor and demand 
It withdraw from the Arab land it seized. 
The Soviets lost on this maneuver in the coun­ 
cil when a majority of the 15 members, includ­ 
ing the United States, refused to go along So 
then Moscow asked the full Assembly to do 
what council refused to do. 


THIS WAS a switch. In 1961, when India over­ 
ran the Portuguese enclave of Goa-Damao-Diu 
on the southwest coast of India, territory Portu­ 
gal had held since the 16th century, the United 
States, Britain and France asked the Security 
Council to condemn India's aggression and de­ 
mand it withdraw. 
The Soviets, who had praised the Indian at­ 
tack, vetoed this proposal. Egypt also opposed 
It. 
In 1956, when Moscow sent its army Into Hung­ 
ary to crush the anti - Communist revolt there, 
the United States asked the Security Council, 
with the support of IO other members, to con­ 
demn the action and demand Soviet withdrawal. 
Moscee vetoed this. 
This time, in the General Assembly, the Sov­ 
iets may try to fry a lot of fish Posing as friend 
of the Arabs, it can seek to make the United 
States look pro - Israel and anti - Arab, which 
the Arabs think it is anyway. 
For the Soviets this would be a worthwhile 
project if the result froze the United States out 
of the Middle East, which doesn’t seem likely, 
and made itself the dominant force. 
But the unpredictables in all this are endless 
Soviet - American relations have been improv­ 
ing, and the Soviets showed reason and re­ 
straint when the Mideast war broke out. Ifs 
possible that, while trying to endear themselves 
to the Arabs all over again bv castigating Is 
rael, they will try to avoid anything that would 
anger the United States. 
It seems likely that no matter what the Gen­ 
eral Assembly says about the Israeli - Arab war 
It will have little effect on a Mideast settle­ 
ment. 


FOR INSTANCE, suppose the Assembly says 
Israel and the Arabs ought to get together and 
work out a settlement. Or suppose it condemns 
Israel and tells it to withdraw and return to 
the Arabs the land seized in the war. 
Before the Assembly could even meet to dis­ 
cuss such problems the Egyptian ambassador 
to the United Nations. Mohamed El Kronv, ruled 
out Sunday any Israeli - Arab negotiations. 
He said, “By all means we are going to 
our territory back, whatever the cost.” Fur­ 
ther, he said, even if President Johnson and 
Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin, who Is in 
New York for the debate, had a summit meet­ 
ing they “couldn’t arrange anything without our 
consent ” 
And the Israeli Foreign Minister, Abba Khan, 
who is also in New York, said Sunday there 
would be no return to pre - war boundaries 
“even if the General Assembly votes 121 to I 
In favor of it.” He said the Arabs would have 
to negotiate with Israel about getting their real 
estate hack. 
One of the most fascinating parts of the de­ 
bate will be the American role It s a good guess 
the United States will at least start out on a soft 
line, perhaps letting Israel set off the oratori­ 
cal fireworks, to avoid any unnecessary show­ 
downs.

Premier Alexei N. Kosygin took 
in the typical tourist sights of 
Manhattan Sunday, but left his 
limousine only twice to take a 
walk — along Wall Street and a 
Fifth Avenue area of expensive 
shops. 
Following his 2V4-hour, 
36- 
mile h ip, Kosygin summed it up 
through an interpreter as “won­ 
derful.” 
With Kosygin in the air-condi­ 
tioned car equipped with bullet­ 
proof glass were his daughter, 
Ludmila Gvishiani, Soviet Am­ 
bassador to the United States 
Anatoly F. Dobrynin, and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro­ 
myko.

Hot Weather 
In Argument 


An argument between a 44- 
year-old motorist and a 70-year- 
old snow cone vendor probably 
was triggered 
by 
oppressive 
heat. Municipal Judge Samuel M. 
Chertoff commented today in or­ 
dering the defendant to pay the 
court costs. 
Allan Goodwin of 7th Ave , La- 
Croft, was convicted in a bngthy 
hearing on an assault and bat­ 
tery charge filed by William 
Smith of 824 Riverview St., the 
snow cone vendor. 
Before pronouncing sentence, 
the judge questioned William S. 
FouHts. defense 
counsel, 
and 
.Asst Solicitor Richard J. Clark 
on the temperature on June 9, 
the day of the albged incident. 
They agreed with the court the 
mercury probably was in the 
mid-90’s. 
Smith said the incident took 
place about 3 p. rn. on 7th Ave., 
LaCroft, when he pulled his sta­ 
tion wagon onto the left side of 
the street to sell snow cones. 
He said parents asked him to 
park on the wrong side of the 
pavement so their youngsters 
would not have to cross the 
street to buy the snow cones. 
He said Goodwin halted his 
approaching car and ordered 
him to pull to the right side of 
the street. Then, he said. Good­ 
win ordered him out of the car 
and finally opened the door of 
the auto and attempted to pull 
him out.

llcans.” 
Prior to the death of Fuell 
hart, Shafer had hoped that his 
tax package would be released 
from the House Ways and Means 
Committee today and then clear 
the House this week and the 
Senate the week following.

ANSWER: Unicorns never did become extinct because they 
were only mythical animals, existing in the imaginations of 
people of ancient days. Remember that in those far-off times 
the world had been only partly explored Some northern dis­ 
coverer might have brought back to civilization one of the 
long-pointed tusks which the kind of whale called a narwal 
actually does carry on the front of his head (top picturei. 
Then some old Greek or Roman artist may have thought 
“How beautiful such a tusk would look if shown on the head 
of a graceful white horse!” This dramatic but mythical con­ 
ception was admired for its beauty and called a unicorn, 
meaning one horn. Some times unicorns were given red 
heads and blue eyes, and the tail of a lion They came to be 
emblems of purity, and in the middle ages were often shown 
in tapestries and paintings in connection with figures of 
Christ, the Virgin Mary, or the saints. Unicorns became sym­ 
bols iii heraldry1, to decorate some of the shields and trap­ 
pings of chivalrous knights.
